Under date of Jamary 25rd,1892,I informed the 
"“Ayudante de Marina*in charge of the expediente,that I 
Was endeavoring to come to an equitable settlanent with 
the salvors,and that if [ did not succeed in this, the 
salvage expenses and the third part of the salvors should 
be paid out of the proceeds of the sale at public auction 
of what had been seven’, 

Under date of Jamey 25th the Ayudante commnicated 
to me that the salvors asked two thousand dollars for 
their third part,and against this I protested in my 
reply of sermary 30th, 

On the 5th March I communicated to the "Ayudante 


de Marina® that I had not succeeded in making my 
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settlement with the salvors,so that the vessel and cargo 


should be sold at public suction,and from the proceeds 
the ie eiinion and the third part of the salvors neta. 

I did not impugn the valuations end expenses men- 
tioned ti the *"expediat e" for fear thet if I did so, 
the latter would not com: to an end for a long time; and 
if I approved them,it was merely,to bring it to a close, 
and ¢ome soon to the auction sale of vessel and cargo, 
from the procéeds of which all legal claims shotttd be 
paid.

HOME R ULE AND LOAN, 


The Central Committee of the Home Rule Party met 
yesterday, which «es is known to our vedinee. tt has done 
but yeyy seldom for some time past,and from this circums- 
tance 4 certain wiieanhe erose on the part of the public 
to learn the object of this meeting. We have been told 
that the object was to discuss about the convenience of 
a large loan,which would be proposed by Mr,Montoro, and 
for which he would solicit ns Meoenen of the gentral 
Committee, The news,in this naked forn, was somewhat Suyv- 
prising,for every body knows how justly the people are 
apposed to loans made in their name,the proceeds of those 
hitherto negotiated having entered the Colonial Treasury 
in minimum amounts. And as the Home Rule Party has 
protested a thousand times against these financial nego- 
tiations, which have only benefitted the negotiators,it 
could not be well surmised.who of its leaders could now 
undertake the advocacy of a measure whose effect was 
to add again to the list of our public debts, 

But the mystery was somewhat cleared up ve ate Vile. 
And we now place before “a readers the results of the

meeting according to our sources of informations 
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“It is affirmed thst some time agzo,the spmish govern- 
ment solicited a loan of $300.000.000 from an anglo- 
french syndicate,of which $100.000. 000 were intended for 
the relief of the Treasury of Spain,and the other : 
$200.000.000 were to be used for the total conversion 
of the debts of bale and for attending to sundry other 
obligations of the island,with the offer of tre custom 
house revenues as guarantee, Also,that the syndicate 
had rip ikehes thie the m-teriel guarantee appeared suf- 
ficient, but it desired, above all,a moral guarantee, 
which could ogmly be found in the expressed consent of the 
people of Qube in favor of the nerotiation of such Lome 
Likewise thet the syndicate,to this end had tak@n the 
stand that Cuba should have representative institutions, 
analogous % those of the english colonies and of some of 
the french colonies; but eas such institutions do not 
exist in the @panish colonies, the spanish government 
without breaking off negotiations,left them in suspense . 
In this state of things,two english gentlemen pre- 
sented themselves ish Tee veiie: ‘eek alee letters of in- 
troduction of any kind,celled on Mr.Montoro and Mr.Galvez, 
and some other individuals of the Central Committee, and 
informed them that they had come here to inguire into the 
situation of the island; of the sentiments of its in- 
habitants,and of their disposition towards certain finan- 
cial combinations. They related the negotiations that 
had been commenced for the loan,and finished by saying 
that if the people of Cuba accepted the bases of the 


operation, the syndicste was disposed fo give under cer- 


tain conditions, the $300.000.000 required by the spanish 
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government, 

To this effect these english gentlemen presented a 
pomplete plan of administrative and economic reforms, 
vile like those advocated by the Home Rule Party, but 
more radic@ein some of its terms. The Home Rule 
leaders were surprised at these disclosures and could not 
look upon the project but with amazement and distrust, 
thouch it had been explained to them with minute lucid- 
ness,and a thorough acquaintance on the part of the com 
missioners with colonial affairs in general,together with 
a perfect knowledge of the necessities and aspirations 
of the liberal elements of the island of Cuba, 

But,after all,nothing was accomplished, the english- 
men left,and the knowledge of the affair remained under 
reserve among four or five persons,such as Mr.Galvez, Mr, 
Montoro,and the Marquis of Larrinage,until lately when 
telegrams were received from the commissioners, saying 
that the anglo-french syndicate had had an understanding 
with several persons distinguished in spanish polities; 
and that efter much resistence, the Government,and above 
all the Colonial minis&r,had accepted,in principle, the 
whole plan of political,economic and administrative re- 
forms; and that in consequence the syndicate was dis- 
posed to facilitate the #300.000,000, or more, to the 
spanish cabinet,under the guarantee of the Cuban customs 
revenues. Mr.Martos,was the one caaiaablios with the ne- 
gotiations on the part of Spain,and it was desired that 
Mr.Montoro should zo to Evrope in representation of the

The bine has arrived for the Goverment of Spain and 
the people of Cuba to fix their attention on the covetous 
policy of the United etates.

Do not 
these words enclose an awful significance for us? For a

"The policy of this country",- said Mr.Blaine 
on that oceasion,-“with respect to the Pacifie,is

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"been to maintain 6uPr neutrality with neighboring 


"countries and their adjacent islands. Its conduct 
"with Cuba proves it. That rich island, the key to

"though in the hands of spain,is a part of the com- 


"mercial system of the United States". 


Again,when speaking in great praise of the celebrated 
reply which in pnecember of 1852,his preceeeaner, Mre 
Everett,g@ent to Prance and qreat Rritain,in regard to

sovereignity in controversy. “We have not",said Mr. 


Everett, “sny inmediate md in view. We will not 
“attack any one. But should a p@litieal change take 
“place in Cuba,that island would undoubtedly fall
